Upon 
consultation with the leadens of tho 
liquor trade he outlined to them a 
scheme of proposed local option on a 
three-fifths basis in the firm _ belief 
that this, would prove prohibitive to 
the temperance people and in reality 
be a source of strength to the liquor 
men. On the other hand, he announ- 
ced the policy as one in the interests 
of temperance and urged the support 
of the temperance people on the 
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Good effects followed the complete 
closing of all saloons in Auckland 
and Wellington at the time of the 
general strike in the fall of 1913, 
when there was almost a death 
struggle with the forces of disorder 
‘and revolution. The hotelkeepers 
kept their bars closed for several 
weeks more strictly than they had 
ever done before, even during Sun- 
days and other prohibited times. The 
hotelkeepers believed’ trat the peo- 
ple would dislike the inconvenience 
of having the bars closed so much 
that they would be all the more anx- 
ious to have them left uninterfered 
with after the general strike was 
over. As g matter of fact, however 
the result was quite different, and the 
number of arrests for drunkenness 
and various crimes decreased in such 
a startling manner that the argu- 
monts were all in favor of keeping 
the bars closed. Then, too, a num- 
ber of men, commonly known as 
“topers,’’ declared that they had 
never felt so well in their lives as 
during the time the saloons were clod- 
ed, ana declared themselves as con- 
verts of the prohibition idea.

Stragglers Fight Well 


LONDON, ‘Sept. 11.—The correspondent of the Daily Mail at 
Rouen has great hopes that many of the British number of wounded 
in Sir John French’s list of casualty will turn up again. He has 
every ground for expecting, he says, to see 4,000 or more of those 
men soon back in the firing line. 

“For the last two days,’’ he says, ‘‘I have been informed, while 
on a journey towards Paris that the 11th Hussars no longer exist, 
yet it is certain that half of their 700 will soon appear. 

‘CAL nightfall on Sept. 2 the 11th Hussare, exhausted after four 
days’ fighting, slacked rein near Compiegne. ‘They had experi- 
enced ill luck early in the day, when taking fifty Uhlans prisoners. 
Through this they had expected to get some remounts, but the Ger- 
mans were worse off than they. ‘ 

The 11th were to have a night’s rest, screened by 10,000 fresh- 
er troops, but at 5 o’clook in the morning, without warning shells 
burst over them and their horses stampeded, but to assert that the 
regiment was annihilated is to stretch the imagination. The same 
applies to the Dorset regiment. |. : 

‘‘Meanwhile many hundred stragglers are giving good accounts 
of themselves. At Chantilly, sixty of them, of all regiments, laid a 
quick firing trap for a patrol of Germans, ‘The enemy was allowed 
to pass one maxim concealed in a hedge and to ride on to the 
muzzles of two others ahead. They were caught between the two 
fires and the British mowed them down. The survivors were taken 
prisoners.” :

‘In the most gigantic battle of history, the result cannot be 
achieved everywhere at the same time ; but events up to the present 
justify the hope that a few more days will produce our decisive vic- 
tory, entirely changing the aspect of the war.” ;

London, Sept. 10.—The crucial battle of the 
reached any decisive result.

Experts Are Cautious 


Notwithstanding this report, the military experts do not rush to 
sweeping conclusions. The military writers in the London papers 
repeat that from the conservative terms of the French official state- 
ment, yesterday, it is too early to anticipate the result of a battle ex- 
tending over a front of nearly a hundred miles. Three million men 
is the number estimated to be engaged actively and as reserves, and 
three great battles at least are in progress. Probably the first is 
against the French centre between Rheims and Verdun, while the 
British are contesting the second hard-fought engagement, against 
the German right. |The Germans are believed te be still attacking 
the French right from Verdun to Nancy. 


May Last Many Days 


Lesser fighting is in progress in Alsace, from which province 
the Germans appear to have drawn away part of their army and the 
French are taking advantage of this opening.. This great battle 
may continue for days, when it is remembered that smaller opera- 
tions in Manchuria, in which hundreds of thousands only were con- 
cerned, lasted a fortnight. 

The German western armies have been fighting almost continu- 
ally for 25 days and, until the last phase of the sampaign, on the 
offensive. :
